1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Kondo (USPN 5,830,568) teaches a laminated glass comprising first and second transparent 
glass plates and interposed therebetween an interlayer film comprising functional ultra- fine 
particles dispersed therein wherein the particles comprise metal oxides as well as doped 
compounds thereof including at least one metal selected from a group of metals including 
tungsten. However, Applicant's arguments are persuasive in that Kondo does not teach or fairly 
suggest the claimed composite tungsten oxides.
